half west of here on Saturday, re- 
sulting in the death of three C. P. 
R. employees—Engineer Hiram 
Hodgeson, Fireman W. J. Perch- 
ley and Brakeman Thos. Leach, 
all of Brandon. 

The Estavan passenger pulled 
out of here at 1350 under Cén- 
ductor Machan, with orders to 
run to Kemnay, on the old south 
track.

the north track west of the depot 
and a mile further, where ,the line 
¢urves in a cutting,crashed at good 
speed into a heavy, fast eastbound 
freight said to be running 40 miles 
per hour. 

The terrific impagt crushed the 
smaller passenger engine like a 
paper box, and wedged the two 
locomotives solidly together; the 
tender of the passenger engine, 
express car abd five wheat cars 
being ditched and reduced to 
splinters. 

The engineer and fireman of the 
passenger train were fearfully 
mangled. Leach, who was break- 
ing on the freight, appears to have 
broken his neck by being thrown 
off the big mogul, others of the 
crew jumping to safety.

The day Lord Tennyson, who has 
resigned tHe chairmanship of the 
League of the Empire, was born at 
Twickenham, August, llth, 1852, his 
father, the gréat English poet, in a 
letter to a friend, wrote: ‘“‘The little 
monster does anything but what 
Hamlet says Osric did in his nursery 
days.” Later, however, the mother, 
writing to the same friend, said: 
“Alfred watches Hallam with pro- 
found interest, and some of his ac- 
quaintances would smile to see him 
racing up and downstairs dangling 
the baby in his arms.’’ The late Lord 
Tennyson’s marriage was a quiet one. 
Even the cake and dresses are said 
to have arrived too late, whioh made 
the poet declare that it was the nicest 
wedding he had ever: attended. When 
the present holder,of the title was 
four years old his parents removed 
from Twickenham to -Farringford, 
and he well remembers a visit Prince 
Albert paid them soon after their 
arrival. The parlormaid answered a 
ring of the front door bell, and when 
she heard the prince’s name an- 
nounced she became so bewildered, 
not knowing into what room to show 
his royal highness, as books and all. 
sorts of things were strewn over the: 
drawing-room floor, that she _ stood. 
stock still, unable to act. But she 
did not remain in this embarrassing 
position long, for the prince’s equerry 
took hold of her by the shoulders and 
got her to lead them into the house. 
One day Queen Victoria asked the 
poet what she could do for him, and 
the reply her Majesty received was,

Calgary, March 26.—A contract has 
been let by the C. P. R. irrigation de 
partoient for the excavation of over 600 
thiles of canala and ditches which, when 
completed, will serve the entire Western 
section of the already extensive system, 
Foley, Welsh and Stewart secured the 
contract ahd will start work on April 15. 

The maio distributing canal is to be 
40 feet wide in bed and carry six and a 
half feet of water, and in the work 
2,500,000 yards of rich Alberta, soil will 
be handled. 

A quarter million acres will be irrigat- 
ed by the new work embracing the terri- 
tory east of C. & E. between Rosebud 
and Service and Berry Creeks. Two 
hundred men and 50 teams will be re- 
quired, and as far as possible labor will 
be drawn from among those who have 
bought land in the irrigation blocks. 
The forces will be divided into a dozen 
camps. 

There will be some nice. engineering 
work io the system. In one instance a 
fill of a mile in length and ten feet high 
will have to be made. Three million 
feet of timber will be required, but this 
is outside the present contract

pophae berry. This plant is a native 
of Lapland and .other parts of nor- 
thern Europe. It has been grown as 
an ornamental shrub for some time, 
but only recently has attracted atten- 
tion as an edible fruit. Prof. Hansen, 
who was sent to Siberia and other cold 
climates by the U. 8. Government to 
secure new plants for the northwest- 
ern states, first introduced the plant 
to the northwest of the United States. 
The honor of introducing it into the 
Canadian West belongs to the Buch- 
anan Nursery Co., of Winnipeg. Mr. 
DPD. W. Buchanan, who for years has 
devoted a large portion of his time 
to the testing and studying of plants 
likely to prove of value here, got hold 
of the Hippophae berry some years 
rgo and has given it a thoreugh test 
rt the nurseries at St. Charles, near 
Winnipeg. The test has proved that 
eo far as hardiness fs concerned, the 
Hippophae berry is entirely at home 
{n this climate. The plants have nev- 
er shown a trace of winter damage in 
any year. They combine extreme 
hardiness with a prolific fruiting 
habit. ‘One of the curiosities at the 
Provincial Horticultural exhibition 
in Winnipeg last year was one of these 
platits, bearing a prodigious quantity 
of fruit. 

The Hippophae is a strong growing 
shrub, with small foliage of a silvery 
green aes and yellow, minute flow- 
ers, succeeded by bright orange color- 
ed fruit. The fruit is larger than the 
currant and is easily picked. While 
it might not be relished by every one, 
to most people the fruit would 
ponsidered highly palatable and plea- 
sant. The shrub is dioecious in bloom, 
some of the plants producing only 
male blossoms and others only female 
blossoms. It is therefore necessary to 
plant a number of the shrubs in prox- 
imity. Owing to extreme hardiness 
this plant promises to be of consid- 
erable value in the Prairie Provinces. 
it is also useful as an ornamental 
shrub, and may be used for hedges 
or screens with good effect. :

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8A nation we understood little of 
A the potentialities of salads until 
comparatively few years ago. 
Those of us who have passed 
middle life recollect very well when the 
heavier salads, such as chicken, lobster 
and salmon, were the only dishes of the 
tort we would have thought fit to offer 
at a supper or a luncheon. When we 
had green salads like lettuce we served 
them, as we did tomatoes or cucimbers, 
as a sort of side dish, and never gave 
much thought to their value in the 
dietary. 

With the adaptation of French cook- 
ery which has taken place in the last 
twenty years we have made a decided 
shange,and now on many tables we have 
a variety of salads that would do credit 
to a Parisian chef. Not only the heavy 
salads such as I have mentioned, and 
tomatoes with a score of different kinds 
of stuffings and cheese salads, but we 
bave learned that few are the cooked 
vegetables which may not be made into 
an d@ceptable salad and that there are 
more green things which are good with 
& French dressing than we would ever 
have dreamed of. The housekeeper who 
has outdoors to draw upon need never 
be at a loss for an acceptable salad. 

To the woman who has not had much 
experience in ¢his line I would say: 
Never be afraid to make experiments. 
By this I do not mean that you are to 
gather your green things at random. Be 
sure that they are wholesome and pleas- 
ing to the taste and then go ahead. 
Btudy new combinations. You will find 
you will put together with success vege- 
tables and fruits and meats you had 
never imagined would be satisfactory 
(n combination. Bear in mind that while 
there are some things which will not 
mix, there are many more that will, 
fina that, given a little culinary sense 
«nd a perception of the fitness of things, 
you will have little trouble and much 
glory if you open novel paths in salad- 
naking. 

For hot weather green salads are 
aspecially desirable .and have the 
prime recommendation of cheapness 
as well as wholesomeness. The fol- 
iowing are worth trying: 


Young Beets and Peas. 


Select young beets of uniform size, 
boil and peel them. Out of the cen- 
ter of each cut a round or a square 
making a sort of basket or box of 
each one. (The piece removed may 
be put away for another sort of sal- 
ad.) When the beets are cold, fill 
them with boiled green peas, place 
each beet on a curled lettuce leaf and 
serve with French dressing. 


Young Beets and String Beans. 


Prepare the beets as in the preceding 
recipe, but instead of the peas fill them 
with boiled string beans cut into half- 
inch lengths. These will be almost as 
pretty as the first salad and quite as 
good. Serw with a French dressing. 


Vegetable Salad. 


For this almost any cold boiled vege- 
tables may be used—string or lima 
beans, green peas, cauliflower, beets, 
potatoes. It is for such a salad as this 
that the left-over hearts of the beets 
may serve. Cut the potatoes and beets 
into small dice, the beans into half- 
inch lengths, the caulifiower into little

pieces. Arrange each vegetable by it- 
self on a platter or in a bow! which has 
been lirfed with lettuce leaves. Put a 
French dressing over all. 

When this is served with cold meat it 
makes an acceptable luncheon or sup- 
per for a warm day. 


Dandelion Salad. - 

Select the younger and tenderer leaves 
and stalks of the candelion, pick it 
over and wash it well. Drain it and dry 
within the folds of a clean dishtowel or 
napkin. Heap it in a salad bowl, mix- 
ing with it a hard-boiled egg cut into 
small pieces, and pour over it a French 
dressing, to which has been added a 
few drops of onion juice. Mix the salad 
well with the dressing. This is a whole- 
some galad for the spring of the year 
and has a little bitter tang about it that 
is not unpleasing to the palate. 


Dandelion and Beet Salad. 

wvrepare as directed in the foregoing 
recipe, but instead of the hard-boiled 
ege mix minced beet with the dandelion 
just before adding the dressing. Cu- 
éumbers cut up fine may also be put 
with the dandelion in place of the egg 
or beet. 


Spinach and Egg Salad. 


Cook the spinach, chop it very fine, 
season while hot with butter, salt and 
pepper and add a littl cream. Set it 
aside to cool. When entirely cold form 
it into little nests with the spoon and 
hands, laying these ona flat plate. In 
the center of each one pit the hard- 
boiled yolk of an egg. Out the whites 
into ‘Wwhces and garnish the dish and 
the spinach nests with the rings. Serve 
with a French dressing yto which you 
have put vinegar in the same proportion 
as the oil. 

Should you ‘wish you can serve the 
nests on separate plates, one for each 
guest. They are a little difficult to 
handle, unless one serves them with a 
pie or fish knife. 


Asparagus and Egg Salad. 

Boil the asparagus until done and cut 
the tendgr part of it into short lengths. 
Arrange this on a dish, lay rings of 
hard-boiled egg over it and place the 
hard-boiled yolks, unbroken, around the 
base. Serve with a French or a mayon- 
naise dressing. 

If I give a choice between the two it 
is only because some lovers of mayon- 
naise insist upon having it on any salad. 
It is far heavier than French dressing, 
less “wholesome and is, moreover, un- 
suitable for the light salads which are

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eaten in summer. At a dinner it is, to 
my mind, nearly as much out of place 
as would be a dish of lobster or chicken 
salad. The green salads do not impose 
an added burden upon the digestion al- 
ready taxed with solid food, and even 
at supper or luncheon are betf¢r hot- 
weather dishes than heavy salads of 
meat and fruit.

Tt is poor consolation to needy con- 
sumptives to gay that the Government 
should make sion for the thous- 
— afd and die from tuber. 
culosis in Canada every year. 

The Government should do a great 
deal more than they have yet dreamed 
of doing. But they are not doing it 
and in the meantime twelve thousan 
die canualy in the Dominion, from 
this dread . 

As the situation is to-day, what 
would be the fate of many consump- 
tives in Canada were it not for the two 
Homes for Consumptives in Muskoka 
that during the _ eleven years, 
against many odds, have cared for 

wards of three thousand patients in 
the earlier stages of the disease, 
whilst in the two sister institutions, 
on the banks of the Humber, those in 
the more advanced are treated. 

This work in Muskokc is one of pure 
philanthropy. From the day the first 

tient was admitted to the Muskoka 

ree Hospital for OConsumptives in 
April, 1 not a single applicant has 
ever been refused admission because of 
his or her inability to pay. 

The Government contribute $1.50 
per week per patient. The cost of 
maintenance is $9.25 a week. The 
difference in the cost of maintenance 
of all needy patients has through these 
years been made up by private philan- 
thropy. 

The Secretary-Treasurer of the 
Association, Mr. J. 8. Robertson, 847 
King Street West, Toronto, writes us 
that, with the financial depression of 
the past year, the funds ofthe Muskoka 
Free Hospital for Consumptives have 
suffered greatly. At the commencoc- 
ment of the winter season the Trustees 
have to face a heavily overdrawn bank 
account and have many obligations to 
meet, 

Despite these financial worries every 
applicant is receiving careful consider- 
ation and patients are admitted as 
promptly as beds are made vacant. 

All through these years the institu- 
tion has been maintained, not by any 
rich endowment, for such does not 
exist, but by the generouscontributions 
of the masses of the people—the small 
sums rather than the large ones. 

We frankly say that we do not know, 
in our experience, of a matte worthy 
and deserving charity, and our hope is 
that the readers of these lines will 
respond to the appeal that.is now made 
for funds for the Muskoka Free Hospi- 
tal for Consumptives.

He is the only eupport of the 
family—mother, crippled father, and 
younger brother, but his neighbors are 
trying to raise a small amount of 
money to help him.”
